John, delivered to a small audience in 
the Methodist church last evening 
Those who failed to hear it missed at 
intellectual treat. 
The doctor’s replj 


to the great Agnostic differed frorr 
any other which wo have ever heard 
or r»*ad, not alone that it was entirely 
respectful in its reference to Mr. Ingor- 
soll and fair in the presentation of his 
positions: but it differed further in that 
the «doctor did not attempt to 
u s e 


against the colonel tho shafts of ridi 
cule and sarcasm, those flashes of wit 
and humor-sharp weapons, of which 
Mr. 
Ingersoll is the 
acknowledged 


master; but instead, wielded through 
out only tho keen blade of invincible 
logic, in tho use of which the doctor is 
an equally acknowledged master. 
It 


was rather remarkable that during 
the whole discourse, devoid of a singh 
flash of wit or humorous suggestion, or 
anything to excite a smile, the doctor 
held his audience in the most close at­ 
tention-spellbound, as it were, by th* 
purely intellectual force of his argu 
orient. 
The subject wan certainly on» 


in which the cracking of a joke or the 
ticking of the fancy would |have been 
entirely out of place; a subject of the 
most serious import, a subject embr ac­ 
ing all that is highest and deepest and 
broadest in human thought. 
Hut the doctor, 
while 
a 
deep 


thinker, is a very rapid speaker, with 
as wonderful a command of language 


as Ingersoll himself, and so 'lonely did 
he hold the attention that »11 effort to 
report him proved futile—a few discon­ 
nected thoughts being all the reporter 
could transfer to paper, am 
in those 


the beauty of the language was lost. 
Another thing: 
The speaker while 
intensely interesting—truly eloquent 
at times—employed none of the usual 
accessories of oratory which tend to 
draw tho attention of the auditor from 
the theme to the lecturer. 
He scarce­ 
ly moved a foot from the position he 
first took upon the platform, but with 
a well modulated voice and a very few 
emphatic gestures, ho poured forth in 
a rapid stream, thought and argument 
and illustration, clothed in “ purest 
English undefiled.” 
W e cannot dethrone God by spelling 


his name with a small g, said the 
speaker, 
for 
he 
antedates 
the 


alphabet. 
1 'ope 
sa vs 
“ An 
honest 


man 
is 
the 
noblest 
work 


work of God: but our agnostic philos- 
phcr savs that “ An honest god is the 
noblest work of man,” W hich is right? 
That, every man has his ideal of God i8 
true, and to that extent every man 
makes his own God, as every man 
makes his own Shakespeare: but the 
question is notof ideals, but whether or 
no, back of the ideal there is an actual. 
I come not to abuse Mr 
Ingersoll, to 


impugn bis motives or asperse 
his 


character. 
1 am willing to give him 


ail credit for honesty of conviction; and 
character has nothing to do with the 
question, 
A bad man may promulgate 


a grand truth, and a good man may 
teach a great error. 
The question 


must rest on logic and not on the good­ 
ness or badness of the man. 
The 


speaker further said that he was not 
hero to misrepresent the followers of 
Mr. 
Ingersoll or to sneer at candid 


doubt. 
There is many a man who 


would give his right eye to get back to 
the faith of his childhood. 
Mr. Ingersoll claims that the ( ’hrist- 


i ian religion and its author are both 
: man-made, and no better than their 


maker: that God is immoral ami his 
revelation unscientific and opposed to 


I the intellectual development of the 
I nineteenth century. 
He 
bases his 


| claims that the Hible is opposed to 
I science because it does not teach sci­ 
ence. 
On the same hypothesis Mr. 


j Ingersoll is opposed to a protective tar- 
| iff because he did not advocate it at his 


brothers’ grave. 
Mr. Ingersoll would 


j not consent to be judged that way. He 
says there can be 110 actual God, be­ 
cause the ideal God is cruel and un­ 
faithful: cruel in a wanton destruction 
of human life, and unfaithful in the 
performance of his promises. 
W ith 


regard to the last charge 
1 enter an 


emphatic denial, and Gol. 
Ingersoll 


cannot show a single instance in which 
God has failed to keep a promise where 
the conditions have been 
complied 


with. 
W ith iregurd to the apparent 


crueity of God, as an argument against 
his existence, tue same objection may 
be made against nature: but nature is 
a fact in spite of all unanswered ques­ 
tions, and the God of nature may be, in 
spite of all difficulties. 
The man who 


sees but one thing sees nothing. 
You 


cannot judge of any truth until you 
know ail of its bearings. 
Apparent 


cruelity may be the greatest kindness 
A mother plunges her child, despite 
its cries, into a tub of cold water, and 
we say cruel mother; but the fever 
that was eating the child's life away is 
destroyed. 
A father holds his gasoing 


child over a jet of hot steam regardless 
of its convulsive struggles, and we say, 
inhuman wretch; but the death gripon 
the child's throat is loosened. 
W 


dare not judge tho finite by a partial 
view, and shall we so judge the infinite 
The objections against the character 
of God for the destruction of human 
life through natural 
causes. 
wa~ 


answered somewhat as follows: 
Life 
is but a gift in trust: and like all other 
gifts in trust, is subject to recall at any 
time by the giver. 
Hut Col. ingersoll 


say.-,, it was thrust upon me without 
my consent. 
True, but he has from 


his earliest recollection accepted the 
gift and its conditions of trust, and 
would resist any attempt to relieve 
him of it. 
Col. Ingersoll argues the 


cruelty of God in making man his 
agent in the destruction of life. 
Hut 


he does not deny that society, for the 
general good ha> the right to delegate 
to its agents, the judge, the sheriff, 
etc., the right to take human life, and 
he neither calls society nor its agents 
cruel. 
In the case of the Canaanites, 


the Israelites were but God’s sheriffs. 
Ingersoll says there is no hell. 
He 


hates hell. 
So do I, and I hate misery 


and crime and sin. 
Hut they are here, 


and hell is here: and*as long as there is 
sin there will be hell, here or hereafter; 
for “ W h at a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap is a scientific fact no less 
than a truth of revelation. 


ngersol opposes the intellectual phil­ 
osophy of the Hible because he -ays it 
is opposed to science. 
Hut science is a 


history of mistakes. 
The scientist of 


today corrects the blunders of 
his 


brother of yesterday by making other 
blunders to be in turn currected by his 
brother 
scientist 
of tomorrow. 
If 


Moses wrote an account of the creation 
which does not conflict with the science 
of the 19th century, it is proof positive 
of divine inspiration; for the astronomy 
of his cotemporaries was utterly at. 
variance with that science of today. 
Ingersoll says that Moses made a mis­ 
take in placing the creation o' light 
before the creation of the sun, the 
source of light: but the latest investi­ 
gations of astronomers reveal the fact 
that in the formation of astronomical 
systems, 
the gaseous elements e nit 


light long before they are gathered into 
spherical form. The speaker admitted 
that there are apparent contradictions i 
in our conceptions of inspired truth and 
what we positively know of scientific 
fact; but as we get a truer conception 
of the one and a positive knowledge of 
the other, the apparent contradictions 
one by one melt away, and 
we are 


ama/.ed at the wonderful unity of the 
t 'stimony of nature and revelation. 
I ngersol l’a objection to miracles was 


then taken up. If a belief in miracles is 
unscientific because it is superstitious 
then science itself is unscientific, for 
science cannot take a step without 
faith, and most of the acts of Col. In- 
gersoll’s life are based on a faith as 
unscientific as that of the Christian, 
The Colonel condemns the self-sacrifice 
of Christ as absurd and impossible. 
Hut that which has been done is neith­ 
er absurd nor impossible, and the spirit 
which actuated tho self-sacrifice of 
Christ has produced the most benefi­ 
cent results. 
The test of a philosophy 


is in its outcome. 
During the 19th 


century, Christianity has more than 
doubled its adherents, and if the philos­ 
ophy of Christ actuated tho lives of all \ 
men, how many of the social questions 
to which men are staggering to find a 1 
solution, would resolve themselves. 
Up to this point tho speaker had 


passed unnoted those witty twists of | 
language by which Colonel 
Ingersoll 


captures an audience with a half truth: 
but he here mentioned one. 
The col­ 
onel says that God made a great mis­ 
take in creation. 
If he had been con­ 
sulted he would have made health 
catching instead of disease. 
This begs 


the question. 
Is not health catching I 


as well as disease? 
Do we not catch it 


in tho sweet refreshing sleep sent by 
the Creator; in the pure air we breathe: 
in the thousand invigorating agencies 
by which we are surrounded do we not 
catch ten times more health than dis­ 
ease? The colonel might as well have 
-aid “ If I had been doing this thing 
I would have made watermelons green . 
instead of grass.” 


If man made God, said the speaker, 


there is nothing but the seen—there is ! 
no future for the race or for the indi-! 
vidual. 
The 
hope of the race 
is 


iu 
the 
invisible. 
If 
man 
made 


God what will make equal the inequal-1 
ities of life—life, which, if it ends here 
is the most stupendous blunder in the 
universe. 
Hut if God made man, the 


aspirations of men have a significance ; 
and the destiny of the race is not final 
oblivion. 
Then self-assertion for the 


propagation of truth and self-abnega-! 
tion for the good of humanity means ! 
something. 
For the 
individual 
it 


means that man was in the thought of 
God from the cycles of eternity; that 
the worlds were spoken into being for 
his development; and that man, al­ 
ready God-like in his nature, will 
in 


the cycles of eternal life be God-like 
in his scope. 
It means an ever-ex­ 
panding destiny. 
It means life and 


not death. 


The speaker’s peroration, in which 


he drew a parallel between a fast 
train, over mountain, through valley 
into and out of dark tunnels and stiil 
on, trying to keep up with the sun, and 
the advance 
of 
civilization 
down 


through the centuries,trying to keep up 
with the sun of righteousness, was one 
of the finest conclusions that we ever 
heard, and impossible to reproduce.

To Voters and those who Love them: 
Just when there is comp arative politi­ 
cal quiet, let us have a little talk to­ 
gether about traitors. 
T ha t sad fail­ 
ure, Major-General Benedict Arnold, 
with his passionate temp erament, his 
ex tra vagant habits, 
his fashionable 
wife, his delay ed rank , and 
finally 
his foolish attem p t to humiliate his 
hated compeers, is k nown to every 
child as 
the traitor. 
Unhap p y man, 
his name is buried beneath mountains 
of the most awful obloquy , and his c a ­ 
reer is made to give point to many a 
speech; as if a man were able to prove 
bis own patriotism by pointing out 
some one else’s lack of it. 
Now p a ­ 
triotism is not a negative thing lik e 
that; it is Pharisaism which prompts a 
man to cry out to a listening world and 
a recording heaven, “ I thank God tha t 
I am not as this poor traitor. 
Before 
high heaven 1 swear that I would nev­ 
er betray my country ." 
T here is the 
everlasting rebuk e to meet, tha t the 
first to cast a stone should be a sinless 
one.

B ear in mind tha t in Arnold’s time 
the principles of democracy were being 
tested, but also bear in mind tha t they 
have also been tested in no less degree 
at any moment since. 
G reat dangers 
are not alway s noisy and battlelik e: 
they may be silent as the work of k ing­ 
fishers, crawfish and musk rats along 
the levees of the Mississippi, and the 
more dangerous because of their si­ 
lence. 
It seems clear to me tha t a na ­ 
tion tha t lives and grows is never out 
of the exp erimental stage; it never can, 
until it dies, tak e a definite, unchang­ 
ing place in history , and be spok en of 
as having a sure or certain glory or 
shame. 
A nation sunk deep down in 
unprogressive way s, lik e Denmark a 
quarte r of a century ago, may pick up 
and show enterprise, and a nation lik e 
France lifted to the very heavens by 
its privileges, may be so untrue, in its 
individual life, to the things tha t are 
good and pure and loy al to nature, tha t 
its future becomes a dubious one, 
* * 
* 


T h u s we Americans must never lose 
sight of the fact tha t our vast area is 
merely a great stage, on which an ex­ 
p eriment in government by the people 
is being tried on the grandest scale in 
the history of t hi world. 
So because 
the outcome has just the element of 
uncertainty about it tha t all other 
exp eriments have, it is ours to work 
and watch and wait to remove every 
possible hindrance to a progressive 
proof tha t “ government of ttm people 
by the people and for the peop le’’ is 
such a success 
tha t it need never 
“ perish off the e a r t h’’ as a thing that 
has been tested and thrown aside. 


* ** 
But as in a field the contest is with 
weed» , so in our government the battle 
is with traitors, and they exist, not 
merely in the pages of a school history 
to be held up and execrated as things 
tha t have been—I say they exist, not 
there and then only , but here and now, 
as perennial as weeds, as stubborn as 
disease, as dangerous as powder. 
They 
do not prowl around with guns and 
cannon, they sign and seal no unholy 
agreements, they cannot be found lur k ­ 
ing near 
explosives 
with 
torches. 
“ W here are they then? 
Let us away 
with them!’’ y ou say . 
But go gently , 
lest p erhap s y our mother's sou be found 
among them. 
* ** 
Traitors are those 
who 
occupy 
positions of trust and forget tha t they 
are public servants: traitor» are the 
voters who condemn house servants for 
inefficiency and discharge them, y et 
cringe and crawl before public officials 
a> though they were of superior flesh, 
forgetting 
the 
while 
tha t 
every 
such official would be as naught save 
for the people who placed him there; 
traitors are legislators w'ho promise to 
obey the will 
of 
the people, and 
straightway do the opposite, bringing 
shame and public doubt up onathe very 
home of good law» , without which no 
nation can live: traitors are the selfish 
men who buy the bodie- and souls of 
law-mak ers and have their will with 
them for a price; traitor» are they who. 
forgetting the blood shed for their wel­ 
fare and their privileges, hold up their 
votes to be bartered over and p ur­ 
chased, so tha t great questions ask ing 
for unbiased judgement are look ed 
upon through the alluring glass of 
monetary gain: traitors are those who, 
living under a free and thrilling gov­ 
ernment whose strength is its reliance 
on the hearty co-operation of the peo­ 
ple, tak e no more share in its active 
sup port than a Bushman or a Hottentot 
or a Russian serf. 
Every indolent 
voter, unp preciative of a condition 
of 
life and liberty and individual influence 
tha t down-trodden nations gaze at with 
longing ey es: every unjust judge bring­ 
ing his high and essential office down 
to the dust of personal considerations; 
every one who never look s at a ques­ 
tion excep t from a point of gain or loss 
to himself—all these, I say , are m a k ­ 
ing us tremble at the cup of wrath, 
which by the immutable laws of out­ 
raged opportunity , gradually fills up to 
be held to the lips of a nation found 
worshipp ing an ideal of sloth or w ealth 
i or conscienceless selfishness. 


Search them out and see how near 
y our own door step y ou will come! 
Then ply y ourself with the question as 
to how to better conditions—not in a 
distant state, 
but—right where y ou 
live. 
It can be done in p art and by 
very simple means, if y ou will b j t un­ 
dertak e it.* 
Fasten on y our own mind 
bey ond all chance of escape, the lack 
of ap p reciation tha t is shown when a 
man 
tacitly accepts, lik e a hungry 
animal, all the blessings 
of a quiet 
country , free from w a r’s alarm, all the 
protection in his rights, and then feels 
no call to mak e even the slightest re­ 
turn unless it be of still further p er­ 
sonal gain to him. 
Then remember 
as a clinching fact in the self-lecturing 
y ou have been enduring, tha t a man is 
responsible as far as his 
influence 
reaches, and tha t influence begins at 
home. 
Jerusalem was k ep t clean by 
every man sweeping before his own 
door, and the cleaning and bettering 
of our political conditions is to be 
effected by the same simple method.

I would not dare to thus write to y ou 
unless, in my own small corner, an 
honest endeavor were » being made to 
p ractice some of this p reaching.

One of the numerous fallacies upon 
which the free silver delusion is found­ 
ed is tho assumption by all siiverites 
and cheap money advocates that jirtc;« « 
are regulated by th*- amount < f money 
in circulation and that there is any nec­ 
essary 
relation 
between 
prices 
and 
amount of money. 
When driven from 
one position, the bimetallists take ref­ 
uge in another just as insecure and il- 
legical, but j> erJiapH a little more hid­ 
den by sophistry. 
Tho more enlighten- 
( d among them do not now asst rt that 
to double the amount of money is to 
double prices. 
They generally admit 
that tho rapidity of circulation and tho 
use of credits affects the efficiency of 
money and prevents an exact statement 
of the relation between amount of mon­ 
ey and goods, but tlint more money un­ 
doubtedly means higher price«, and vice 
versa. 
The per capita idea of money so prev­ 
alent with silverites is disproved in 
many ways. 
Statistics of prices and 
amount of money per capita in use in 
different countries at the same or at 
different times fail to show any cer­ 
tain relation between prices and money. 
Thus, while prices have declined in the 
world and in this country very greatly 
since 1800 or 1852 or 1H72, the amount 
of money in use has increased enor­ 
mously. 
From a per capita circulation 
of # 4.99 in 1800, $14.(13 in 1852 and 
$18.19 in 1872 we now have one of $23, 
and this notwithstanding the greater 
rapidity of circulation of modern dol­ 
lars and the vastly improved and ex­ 
tended use of credits. Will some “ more 
money” advocate please explain this 
great, fall of prices in connection with 
the grout; increase 111 per capita money? 
Again, the per capita circul.1t.i011 of 
the gold standard countries of the world 
is about $ 18; that of the silver stand 
ard countries only ahout $4.30. 
Will 1 
some of vhe silverite profiwors who are 
conducting “ financial schools” in w e st­ 
ern and southwestern states explain to 
their classes why prices in silver stand­ 
ard com tries are about twice ¡is high 
as in gold, standard countries, although 
the per capita circulation is less than 
one-third as great? 
Wil they explain 
that the value of the m aterial from 
which money is made lias much more 
to do with prices than the amount of 
money in use? Will they tell their class 
es that gold has always heen more val­ 
uable, weight for weight, than silver, 
ami that it. has recently become 3 3 times 
sis valuable while most of the coining 
ratios of tho world were established 
when gold w as only 15 or 1(5 times us 
valuable as silver? 
Will they then ex­ 
plain that the value of both gold and 
silver bullion is fixed 111 the long run 
by the cost of production and that there­ 
fore the value of bullion does not de­ 
pend upon tho quantity of money in cir 
eulatiou? 
Will 
they 
try 
to 
make 
it clear 
that if it. takes five hours of labor to 
produce a bushel of wheat, and 
five 
hours of labor to produce 28.22 grains 
of gold one product will exchange for 
the other— that is, the price of wheat 
will be $1 per bushel under our piest nr 
standard? Will they then add that if 11 
requires only 2 4 , hours’ work to pro­ 
duce enough silver (371 *4 grains) to 
make a dollar that the bushel of wheat 
will not exchange for less than two sil 
ver dollars, and that this is the reason 
why prices are higher ill silver standard 
countries? Will they explain the origi­ 
nal “ American financial policy,” which 
was to keep the coinage ratio as close 
as possible to the market ratio? 
Will 
they ask the members of their classes to 
vote to restore this “ thoroughly Amer 
ican financial policy?” 
If the corps of silver professors and 
cheap money statesmen who are con 
ducting the “ national financial school” 
fail to answer the preceding questions, 
perhaps they are w illing to explain 
what kinds of money are included in 
making up the amount of money which 
affects prices. Does it include all kinds 
of government or state paper money, as 
well us gold, silver and copper coins? 
Does it include bank notes, which form 
a considerable proportion of our present 
circulating 
medium? 
If you include 
government and bank notes, why not 
include bank credits? Are not more 1 x- 
changes and greater exchanges effect» d 
by means of checks than by means of 
either paper money or coins? 
Is it not 
is easy for one who has “ credit” (de­ 
posits) in a hunk to buy and sell as if 
he had money in his pcx ket? 
Do tlies» 
credits or deposits necessarily consist of 
money at all? It a man has that amount 
of property, can he not have $ 1, 0 0 0 , (»00 
credit with his bonk on which to draw 
checks at any time? Cannot such a man 
buy and sell 011 a large scale without 
the use of ordinary money? Why, then, 
should bank deposits not be included in 
m aking up the per capita circulation of 
a country? 
When the classes of the “ national 
financial school” can pas's an exam ina­ 
tion on these “ per capita” questions, we 
will prepare a set of questions on other 
subjects, as, for instance, the cause of 
high and low interest rates, the advan­ 
tages of high prices, the blessings of 
cheap money, etc.— Byron W. Holt

It will pay silverite« who want cheap 
money— that is, money at low’ rates of 
interest— to study the rates of interest 
charged in gold and silver standard 
countries and to compare the average 
rates of interest on certain classes of 
loans in sound 
money states, which 
never favor repudiation, and in states 
wbieh favor free coinage and which 
sometimes favor repudiation of debts. 
It is difficult to g< t exact figures of in­ 
t e r e s t raff s in different staff s and coun­ 
tries, but the statistics obtainable are 
not favorable for the farm er who votes 
for free silver with the expectation that 
it would enable him to borrow money 
at low’ rates of interest. 
According 
to the last census, 
the 
average rate of interest on farm m ort­ 
gages in 1890 was 7.36 per cent. 
The 
rate has undoubtedly declined 
since 
then, except, perhaps, in certain states 
w hich are voting and legislating against 
capital. 
The rate is also higher than 
that on most other classes of securities. 
It is probable that the average rate of 
interest in this country is now consider­ 
able less than 6 per cent. 
In England, 
France, Germany and many other gofd 
standard countries it is undoubtedly less 
than 5 per cent. We have, however, put 
the rate on the barometer at (5 per cent. 
In Mexico, Central and South Amer­ 
ican conn tries and in most other coun­ 
tries on a silver basis the rates of inter­ 
est w’ill probably average more rather 
than less than 10 per cent. Btatistics on 
ordinary loans 011 farm mortgages are 
not available for comparison in these 
countries. 
Perhaps tho best available

are those prepared by Professor Irving 
b isher and published in Aut’ust, 1896, 
by the American Economic association. 
These show only m arket or bank rates 
of interest in London, Berlin, Paris, 
New’ York, Calcutta, Tokyo and Shang­ 
hai for a series of years, and of course 
these are far below’ the average rates. 
Professor Fisher finds that the average 
bank rate of interest from 1H75 to 1879 
was 3.8 per cent in the four gold stand­ 
ard countries and 10.1 per cent in the 
three silver standard countries. 
In sil­ 
ver standard countries the rate bad fallen 
but little, the average for 1870-4 being 
10.7 percent. 
In gold standard coun­ 
tries the rate had fallen over 35 per 
cent., or from 5.2 in 1870-4. These facts 
tend to show that there is some good 
reason w hy interest is lower in gold 
standard countries. They are confirmed 
by the further facts that m any large 
loans and seme small ones m ade in sil­ 
ver standard countries are m ade pay­ 
able in gold and at rates of interest far 
below those prevailing. 
One of the al­ 
leged reasons w hy Japan has changed 
from a silver to a gold basis is to obtain 
lower rates of interest on loans w hich 
she wished to negotiate. 
There is more in this subject of cheap 
money than some silvt rites dream of. 
The best money is, in fact, the cheapest. 
If the borrower thinks otherwise, let 
him have his cheap money and pay the 
increased rates of interest charged for it.

In The .Strand Magazine C. E. Borch- 
groviuk review’s briefly the results of 
his vc- 1 *<) South Victoria Land in 1895. 
He sa\ 
“ In my opinion the great southern 
contine nt is the Greenland of the south, 
with just as many possibilities. 
I do 
fully believe that hitherto unknown 
anim al life w ill be found on South Vic­ 
toria Land. 
Captain 
Larsen on tho 
whaler Jason brought back 
petrified 
wood from Graham Land, south of Cape 
Horn, which fact, of course», proves great 
climatic changes in those* re gions dnr- 
iug suexceeding periods. 
As our know l­ 
edge1 of the great southern continent 
row stands, we must believe it really 
to be a continent, and not a mere accu­ 
mulation of islands, as w ell from the 
appe arance of the land, as it has been 
sighted nearly all round, as also from 
sea soundings, and last, but not least, 
from the nature of those specimens of 
rocks which I brought back with me 
from Victoria Land. 
If it is all land, 
it is probably eif an area twice the size» 
Cif Australia. 
“ Already the first sight of Victoria 
Lan d convinces one that it is of volcan­ 
ic origin. 
Tho volcanoes of Victoria 
Lan d show a tendency te» follow the 
same 
line. 
From 
Mount 
Sabine 
to 
Mount Melbourne* the trend is south- 
southwesterly. Mount Erebus and Mount 
Terror lie almost due south of Mount 
Sabine. 
Farther north from Mount S a ­ 
bine* the* gre at earth fold, on the septum 
of which this chain of volcanoes is sit­ 
uated, probably bends a little westward, 
as shown partly by the surroundings, 
partly by the* position of Balleuy is­ 
land. 
Northwest of Balleny island the 
great fold trends perhaps to the knot­ 
ting point between the Tasm anian axis 
of folding and that of New Zealand, the 
former, perhaps, running through R oy­ 
al 
Company 
island, 
and 
the 
latter 
through or ne ar Auckland island and 
M acquarie island. 
The knotting point 
would probably be somewhere (approx­ 
im ately) near the intersection of the six ­ 
tieth parallel of south latitude with 
the one hundred and fiftieth meridian 
of longitude* east from Greenwich. 
It 
w ould ju st join the* line* of extinct vol­ 
canoes along east A ustralia on the west, 
and, perhaps, the active volcanic zone 
of the* North island of New Ze aland, or, 
at all events, the fold which bounds 
that contim nt on the east. 
“ Traced in the 
opposite dir Ttion, 
the volcan.c zoneprobab v runs through 
Beal islands, the active volcanoes of 
Christensen and Sarset, and through 
Mourn Haddington, an e xtinct volcano 
in Trinity Land, to JPaulet and B rid g ­ 
man islands, active volcanoes. ”

Indian Ridge, says A lv a u F. Sanborn, 
speaking of a typical 
New England 
community in The Atlantic, has all the 
defects of all its qualities, and possibly 
some others besides. It is narrowly par­ 
tisan in its politics; gossiping and med­ 
dling in its temper toward matters of 
purely private concern; religion, her© 
as elsewhere, 
in 
spite of a general 
wholesomeness, 
is 
not entirely 
free 
from hypocrisy, m orality from inhu­ 
m anity and self complacency, integrity 
from cruel hardness, nor thrift and fore­ 
sight from parsimoniousness and worry. 
It is very little alive to the iiuer issues 
of country living. Most of them are not 
so much as suspected by it. 
For all the 
m utual helpfulness and abounding sense 
of humor, the life lacks flexibility, m el­ 
lowness, warmth, emotion and emotion­ 
al expression. 
It is indisputably triste. 
Nevertheless Indian Ridge exem pli­ 
fies the best tendencies of the New E n g­ 
land country. 
These tendencies, owing 
to its comparative isolation, have been 
manifested in unique and homely ways 
in some instances, but the tendencies 
are none the less sound and healthy on 
that account They are present to a con­ 
siderable if not a/i equal degree, not in 
all, not in the majority, perhaps, but in 
m any of the rural communities in every 
one of the New’ England states. 
If all 
instead of a sm all part of these com m u­ 
nities were even thus liberally endow­ 
ed, there could be no plaint over the 
decadence of rnral New England, for 
they have in them tin* germs of perm a­ 
nent progress. 
Rather they are them­ 
selves the very essence of corporate life.

the name of ¿.:t organization which is 
m aking some headway in the middle 
northern states and perhaps also in oth­ 
er sections of the country. 
Its ostensi­ 
ble object is to conduct nonpartisan 
study of American finance. 
Its pros­ 
pectus, however, contains some expres­ 
sions such as ‘ ‘restoration of a thorough­ 
ly American financial policy,” which 
indicates (lu* real object of the pro­ 
moters. 
Tho organization was recently 
extended 
into 
Boone 
county, 
Ind., 
where seven financial schools besides 
the "advance school” and the “ county 
school" are now in operation, each with 
I presidents, secretaries, instructors and 
directors. 
| 
1 hose financial schools should be en­ 
couraged I v all sound money men and 
orgunizaitous. 
There is no more cer­ 
tain way of 
ridding 
the country of 
the 16-to-l er than 
by 
educating the 
voters on the money question. 
If the 
schools are real schools and not merely 
lecture rooms, there cannot he too m any 
of them. As they are nonpartisan, books 
and literature on both sides of the sil­ 
ver question should be provided 
for 
their use. 
In this connection the sound 
currency committee of the Reform club, 
62 William street, New York city, of­ 
fers to send free of charge a limited 
supply of literature to the officers of 
any of these schools asking for same.

there sweeping and h urryin j around a 
eirtaiu bend or over a rocky bed; re ­ 
ceiving at short intervals sm all runs 
and spring rivulets, w hich open up vis­ 
tas and outlooks to the right and left 
of the most charm ing description— Rock 
creek has an abundance of all the ele­ 
ments that make up not only pleasing 
but wild and rugged scenery. 
There is 
perhaps not another city 111 the Union 
that lias on its very threshold so much 
natural beauty and grandeur, sucli as 
men seek for 111 remote forests 
and 
mountains. A few touches of art would 
convert this whole region, extending 
from Georgetown to w hat is known as 
Crystal 
springs, not more than two 
m iles from the present state depart­ 
ment, into a park unequaled by an y­ 
thing in the world. 
There art* passages 
between these two points as w ild and 
savage and apparently as remote from 
civilization as anything one meets with 
111 the mountain sources of the Hudson 
or the D elaw are.” — “ Life and L ig h t.”

H is words would seem to intim ate that 
wo have been employing exceedingly 
crude methods of light production; that 
in the laboratory ;f nature means and 
m aterial exist which m ay be procured 
and used for the mere asking; that our 
proper course would be to first see how 
light is produced in nature, and then 
as far as possible to go and do likewise. 
The harnessing of the ether means the 
solution of m any great secrets of the un i­ 
verse, the utilization of natural light, 
the 
subtle 
transmission 
of 
speech 
through m iles of space, and the great­ 
est triumph science has yet know n.—

It seems likely tiiat the harvest 
of facts w ill prove to be lim ited, but 
what was gathered is of very great im 
portance. The gains to science may be 
briefly stated as follows: No land masses 
of auv importance were 
discovered, 
though certain small additions w en 
made to our knowledge of the islands of 
the Franz Josef group 
But if the over 
sea features of the region traversed lack 
interest, the under water part thereof 
affords a great surprise. 
It had long 
been assumed on what appeared to be 
good grounds that the polar sea was 
shallow, but Nansen’s and Sverdrup’s 
soundings show that their ship floated 
from one end of her course in the ice to 
the other over a depth of about 12,000 
feet.
